3 of certain textile pro¬ 
ducts of cotton, wool or man-made fibres to Sweden upto 
30-6-1979. 

F. No. 2/9/79-E.I.—Attention is invited to the Experts 
(Control) Amendment Order No. E(C)0, 1977/AMOOl) dated 
22-2-1979, on the above subject. 

2. The Scheme relates to exports of (i) Men’s and boy’s 
shirts, of cotton, wool or man-made fibres; (ii) Women’s, girls’ 
and infants’ blouses, of cotton, wool or man-made fibres and 
(iii) bedlinen, of cotton, wool or man-made bfibres to Sweden 
for the quota period from 1-1-1979 to 30-6-1979. 

3. The Cotton Textiles Export Promotion Council, Bombay 
will allocate quotas for bedlinen, of cotton or man-mede fibres 
and the Apparels Export Promotion Council, New Delhi will 
allocate quota for shirts and blouses of cotton, wool or man¬ 
made fibres. The allocation for woollen bedlinen will be made 
by the Wool and Woollens Export Promotion Council New 
Delhi but necessary Certification will continue to be done by 
the Export Promotion Council concerned as outlined below, 

4. For bedlinen, of cotton, wool or man-made fibres, 50% 
of the available quota will be allocated on first-come, first - 
served basis for ready goods and the rest 50 % on firstcome, iiiM- 
served basis for firm contracts. Depending upon the need, 
adjustment of the related proportion of reffdy goods allocation 
and firm contracts allocation may be me do by the Government 
whenovor it is found necessary. 

5. For shirts and blouses, of cotton, wool or men-made 
fibres, 40% of the quota will be allocated on first-come, first - 
served basis for ready goods and the rest 60% on firstcome, 
first-served basis for firm contracts. Under each of these (wo 
systems, 2o% of the available quota will be allocated for higher 
value items. For this purpose, there will he two sets of floor 
prices—one relating to higher value items covered by 20% 
allocation and the other basic floor price for items covered by 
the remaining 80% of the allocation. Quota allocation for 
cotton shirts and blouses will be irtfde on LC terms, For 
first-come, first-served ready goods allocation, Lc should be 
produced at the time of quota endorsement and for first-tome, 
first-served firm contract allocation, LC should be produced within 
in 60 days of quota allocation or before quota endorsement for 
shipment, whlchevor is earlier, failing which quota allocation 
will be automatically deemed to lapse. 

6. Shipments against quota allocations on firsl-comc, 
first-sorved ready goods basis will have to he effected within 10 
days from the date of quota endorsement. However, this period 
can be extended in exceptional cases for valid reasons on speci¬ 
fic authorisation from the Textile Commissioner or his repre¬ 
sentative. 

7. In the case of first-come, first-served firm contract alloca¬ 
tion, if the offers are more than the quota available on the ter¬ 
minal date, a choice among offers may have to bo made and, for 


this purpose, selection will be made on the basis of unit price. 
The higher unit price will be the criterion in such an eventuality. 
In that case, on the terminal date special allocation for children’s 
shirts and blouses, of cotton, wool or man-made fibres will he 
considered and provided. The Government however, reserves 
the right to make changes in this regard from time (o tin c. 

8. As the quotas for cotton, woollon and man-made fibres 
items are combined, 0.5% of such combined quotas for blouses 
a nd shirts, of cotton, wool or man-made fibres have been reserved 
each for woollen and man-made fibre items. This is, how¬ 
ever, subject to review and, if necessary, a further enhancement 
or reduction in the reservation for these items may be made by 
Government. 5o% of the quota has been reserved for hand- 
loom items. This is, however, subject to icvitw deper dir g upon 
the trend of demand- 

9. The imports into Sweden will be permitted against the 
import licence issued to the importer on the basis of the export 
certificate issued at the time or endorsement by the Lxpoit Fio- 
motion Council concerned or its authorised up-touritjy itptc- 
sentatives on fulfilment of the terms and conditions laid t\un 
for the purpose. 

U). Whenever the consignment is reedy for .shipment, the 
exporlor shall submit the nccesraiy shipping dcciments iir.ca d- 
ing shipping bills in duplicate) and profolma ppplication in 
duplicate covering the details of goods under £ liij it cr, t to tic 
Fxport Promotion Council designated for this purpose or to its 
up-country port representatives along w'ith quotu certificate, for 
obtaining quota endorsement and for issuing the necessary ex¬ 
port certificate. Thereafter the documents shell be sulmilled 
to the Customs for completion rf the shipping bills er.rt olhtr 
formalities. Tn the case of ready made garments (i.c., riJrir 
and blouses, of cotton, wool or mrn-mrefe fibres) the tb n Tg

A Co-ordination Committee 
with the Textile Convm;ss ; oncr as the Chriin n 1 r d 11 | t«M i i - 
fives of various Export Promotion Courcils corceined will re¬ 
view the situation from time to time. 

13. For garments items, performance bond for a value of 
10% of the f.o.b, value of quota allotment will b:-\c to tc tiT- 
mitted by the applicant alongwith the application for quola allot¬ 
ment on first-come, first served fum contract basis. In the ersc 
of quota allocation on fi;st-convc, first-? ened in uy geedr l 
earnest money at the rate of Re. ]/- per piece or 10% of ihe 
f.o.b, value, whichever is higher, will have to be deposited by 
the applicant at the time of quota erdor c ement. if the utiliVc- 
tion within the validity period of quota allolment/quota en¬ 
dorsement Is not lass than 90% k full amount of earnest money 
deposit/performance bond will be refundable on production of 
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evidence of export. If the utilisation of quota allocation is 
less than 90%, penalty for the full amount of the performance 
bond will be imposed, and the full earnest money deposit will 
be liable to be forfeited. Further, if the surrender of quota is 
in excess of 25 % of a allotment, refusal of further quota allot¬ 
ment for such allottees may be considered.
